LONDON, Sept. 5 (AP).—Winston 
Churchill declared to Parliament 
that the British-American 
exchange of destroyers and defense 
bases will enable the Unitec States 
“to take danger by the throat 
whilst it is still hundreds of miles 
away’—but he warned the British 
to remember that America is not 
in the war. 

The Prime Minister, speaking for 
a time during a general London air 
raid alarm, declared, however, that 
Hitler “no doubt will pay the Unit- 
ed States out if he ever gets the 
chance.” 

Nevertheless, he expressed his

Our air force today is more 
numerous and better equipped than 
it was at the outbreak of war or 
even in July.

Utility Replies to Charges By

S. Wallace, president of the Cen- 
tral Illinois Light Co., said today 
the company, an operating subsidi- 
ary of the Commonwealth and 
Southern system, “has never had 
any strike or other labor trouble” 
while an A. F. L. union officer 
said the concern’s “labor policy has 
been and is 100 per cent satisfac- 
tory.” 

The statements were issued by 
the officers of the Commonwealth 
and Southern System, formerly 
headed by Wendell L. Willkie, in 
reply to assertions made Monday 
by Edward J. Flynn, national Demo- 
cratic chairman. 

Of the Peoria company, Flynn 
said “Mr. Willkie’s Central Illinois 
Light bought guns and tear gas 
shells.” 

Said Wallace: 

“With respect to the Flynn state- 
ment, suggesting if not charging, 
that the Central Illinois Light Co. 
bought guns and tear gas shells in 
connection with the strike of its 
employes, it is entirely erroneous. 
The facts are that Central Illinois 
has never had any strike or other 
labor trouble. In 1934 it purchased 
a small amount of tear gas for 
vault at a time of a burglar’s scare 
and in 1935 it purchased 12 baby 
gas guns and 36 shells for use by 
its own employes in patrolling its 
own lines against possible sabotage 
at a time when there was a strike 
on the lines of another company 
with which Central Illinois had no 
corporate connection.”

He introduced the 
resolution with the explanation that “ezisting law 
prohibited the navy from making its discarded ships 
available to any other nation by sale, lease, gift or 
otherwise.” 

The resolution which the administration drew up | 
at that time would have given congressional authority | 
for the President to lease decommissioned destroyers | 
to American republics for rent to have been paid in 
the form of marine insurance. 

Vigorous opposition developed immediately in 
South America and the plan fell through. Argentina 
in particular objected, its leaders and chief news- 
papers declaring that leasing of United States war- 
ships, however old, to Brazil would upset the balance 
of naval power among the Latin American nations. 

A review of the repercussions of the plan in Au- | 
gust, 1937, shows that it was noticed and commented 
on in Berlin, Paris, Rome, Santiago and other cap- 
itals. 

What is important now, what the American peo- 
ple need to reflect upon, is the fact that the Roosevelt 
administration accepted as necessary congressional 
approval for the leasing of six destroyers to non- 
belligerent Brazil in 1937. 

In 1940 the same administration says there is no 
need for congressional action on the sale of 50 de- | 
stroyers to warring Great Britain. | 

The attempt which Attorney-General Jackson has | 
made to reconcile these contrary positions is legal- 
istic hairsplitting. True, the 50 destroyers are now 
exchanged for leases on naval-air bases. But the 
essential fact remains that American naval equip- 
ment is being handed over to another government.

HE editorial, “Dictator Roosevelt 

Commits an Act of War,” was the 
most embittered, the most blindly parti- 
san, the most short-sighted expression 
of opinion I have yet seen in the 
Post-Dispatch. 

It was exactly the kind of hysteria- 
rousing literature that should be avoided 
in this day. It was the kind of editorial 
that stirs up not intelligent discussion, 
but hatred, short-sightedness and fear. 

I am not an ardent supporter of Roose- 
velt. He has made many mistakes during 
his term of office, and he has accom- 
plished many fine achievements. 

No one can deny that he has committed 
a flagrant violation of constitutional law 
in entering, by means of his executive 
powers, into so important an agreement 
without the “advice and consent of the 
Senate.”

Spain's position. 

Pressure upon Franco to bring 
about his open adherence to the 
anti-F ‘tish forces has been of 
small avail so far. Influence 
brought to bear upon Suner 
(Franco's brother-in-law 
ister of the Interior, who is at the 
same time the head of the Fascist 
Falange), has failed to yield the 
expected result. It is as yet impos- 
sible to'remove ~“ranco and replace 
him with a complacent Suner. An 
extra-special Italo-German  pres- 
sure in Madrid has to date pro- 
duced an ambiguous declaration by 
Franco ‘hat he intends t» partici- 
pate in the anti-British struggle “in 
the near future.” The practical 
consequence of this declaration is 
Franco's assert to an expansion of 
Mussolini’s bases in the Balearics, 
also to a renewal of an Italian base 
in the Canary Islands, as well as to 
strengthening the . Italo-German 
forces in Tangier, and, finally to 
the eventual utilization of Ceuta 
for a joint blow at Gibraltar. 


Seizure of French Ports. 


Seizure of this British key to the 
Mediterranean is the sine qua non 
of the passage into the Bay of Bis- 
cay of that part of the Italian navy 
which is already earmarked to 
lighten Hitler’s task in the coming 
invasion of England. Simultaneous- 
ly using the Canary Islands and 
seizing Casablanca and Rabat in 
French Morocco, the axis will be 
able—mainly with the help of its 
aviation—to disrupt seriously the 
chief ocean route of British supply, 
now rounding the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

Side by side with the above po- 
litical tasks, the Italo-German plan 
foresees a whole roster of military 
measures. Basically they may be 
reduced to the following points: 

1. Propaganda and war in the 
colonies. The main burden of this 
is to be borne by Italy. 

2. Naval warfare in the Mediter- 
ranean by the forces of §Italy’s 
navy; Italian action on the sea is 
to be «efensive, but in the air of- 
fensive. 

3. Operations against the British 
Isles. 

This last is the most detailed and 
complex part of the plan, and the 
center of the entire scheme. Upon 
it hinges success or failure of the 
whole struggle of the axis against 
Britain. ilure of such an opera- 
tion would cause a prolongation of 
the war and blockade, a state of 
affairs which threatens the axis 
with untold troubles.

Wide preparations for the inva- 
sions have already been made. At 
Calais and all along the shore 
where the English Channel is at 
its narrowest, super-heavy artillery 
has been installed. In all the ports 
from Antwerp to Boulogne and 
down to Brest, Nazi troops told off 
for the invasion are being concen- 
trated. These include 200,000 Ital- 
ian troops,-transferred here mostly 
from the Army of the Po. A great 
many small ships are gathered 
here, also swift cutters and motor- 
ized rafts, which can take heavy 
guns and tanks. These rafts are 
able to enter shallow waters and 
touch the very shores. Everywhere 
on the Nazi-occupied continent, 
near the waters separating it from 
England, airdromes have . been 
built especially for troop-cgarrying 
planes. Fast-tempoed experiments 
are being carried out with a new, 
enlarged type of amphibian tank, 
which can be towed part of its 
water route. At various points in 
Germany trials have been made of 
mass movement of light tanks and 
cannon by air. 

The plan foresees landing opera- 
tions of two kinds: feinting and 
actual. The former category is 
meant to divert the attention and 
forces of the British. The Nazi-

task is not expected to survive. In 
the actual operations the axis also 
is ready to lose, either in crossing 
the Channel or on landing, many of 
the vanguard detachments.

Child Should 


Be Vaccinated 


At Early Age

HACKERAY, in “Henry Es- 

mond,” that novel the scene of 

which is laid in eighteenth cen- 
tury England, describes in one 
chapter the chill fear that creeps 
over a household when it is ru- 
mored that there is smallpox in a 
nearby village. The fear is all the 
more panicky in that everyone 
feels so helpless. There is nothing 
to do to prevent the incursion of 
the plague; wandering tradesmen 
coming to the door of the house 
may spread it; a servant who goes 
into town may come back and give 
the disease to the entire household. 
The only protection was in having 
had a previous attack.. 


If we try to project ourselves in 
that frame of mind, we will be in 
a position to thank heaven that 
we have today a safe and sure way 
of preventing smallpox. Instead 
of complaining about the trouble 
of vaccination, or putting off the 
day when it should be done, one 
day of experience like that in the 
eighteenth century would make 
us want to rush pell mell and have 
all the children vaccinated at 
once. 


Because if you hear today that 
smallpox has broken out in the 
next village, you just shrug your 
shoulders and see to it that every- 
one in your household is vaccinat- 
ed right away. 


On one occasion when I was ward * 


surgeon of a hospital in the army, 
a drafted man was brought in who 
broke out with virulent smallpox 
within an hour or two. I reported 
this to the colonel who was in com- 
mand of the hospital and he said: 
“Well, that’s one thing we don’t 
have to worry about in the army. 
We have a hundred per cent vac- 
cinated army, and if you wanted to, 
you could leave the man in the 
ward without doing any harm.” 


So among my recommendations 
about preparing the young child 
for school, I should like to empha- 
size very strongly that you be sure 
to look up the record and make 
certain your child has been vac- 
cinated against smallpox. 

In a group of college students at 
Manhattan, Kan., it was found that 
20 per cent had never been vacci- 
nated. 

The age at which smallpox vac- 
cination should be done is very 
young. One series of cases has 
been reported when it was done on 
the first day of life. Six months 
is conservatively considered the 
proper time. The young patients 
stand it better than when they are 
older.

raise. With two aces he had to 
take some action, and the raise 
was the best bid at his command. 
South’s rebid on a rather skimpy 
hand was based on the assumption 
that North’s raise solidified the 
trump suit. In that event, there 
would be six club tricks as a nu- 
cleus for a no trump game. North, 
with an honor in every suit and 
with no reason to prefer clubs to 
no trump, naturally raised to game. 


West opened the queen of hearts, 
dummy winning with the ace. The 
club finesse was taken and lost to 
West’s king, Declarer took the 
heart return with his king and ran 
all of his clubs, 

In order to relieve West from a 
possibly embarrassing guess, East 
signaled diamond strength by dis- 
carding first the six and then the 
deuce of diamonds. But West's 
habits were due to nullify the ef- 
fect of this signal. 

Declarer’s last five cards were 
the four spades and a diamond. 
West had the ace-queen of spades, 
the 10 of hearts, and the king-10 of 
diamonds. When South led a dia- 
mond to dummy’s ace West glée- 
fully played the 10 since it was suf- 
ficient to drive out dummy’s ace. 
But then a heart return put West 
on lead with no choice but to take 
his high cards and surrender a 
spade trick to South. 

Had West not been so concerned 
with preserving the king of dia- 
monds, he could have defeated the 
contract.

HE was 10 and, for the mo-

In Eliz- 
abeth’s time young men in their 
teens commanded armies. Eliz- 
abeth herself at the age of 11 was 
a woman of the world, fighting for 
her life and speaking her mind 
eloquently and accurately in sev- 
eral languages. They hadn't long 
lives in those days and they 
couldn’t afford to waste them. 

“Nowadays we take 21 vears at 


least to prepare ourselves for a 


possible 50 years of effective ac- 
tivity. It is all out of focus. At 10 
any normal child should be fully 
capable of managing its life under 
all norma] adult circumstances. By 
15 formal education, except for the 
genuine student, should be fin- 
ished.

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Be Brief When 
Giving Orders 
To Little Child 


By Angelo Patri 


HERE is a deaf spot in every 
T cniie’s mind. Whenever the 

mind wearies, that deaf spot 
is turned out to ward off any more 
attacks, It will stay in force un- 
til the mind is rested and ready 
for work again. Mothers and 
teachers often have this deaf spot 
turned toward them, and if they 
a wise they will, first, avoid its 
e trance into the day’s scheme, 
and next, when it does appear, 
wait without irritation for its go- 


ing. 
That deaf spot is nature's de- 
fense against overwearying a 


child. Little children have only 
begun to understand language. 
Many of the words they hear and 
obey are still without form to 
them. If too many words are let 
loose upon their ears, the hearing 
part of their minds wearies, closes 
down, and the deaf ear is turned 
outward. 

This is why explanations as to 
why mother does not allow Baby 
to pull Pussy’s tail, why mother 
Says not to play with matches, why 
Sister must not bite Brother, are 
as ashes on the wind. Save your 
strength The’ sharp, “Don't 
that,” registers. Let it stand 
alone, undrowned by explanations 
that bring on deafness. Don’t ex- 
plain. Check the wrong deed and 
immediately change the scene of 
action, redirect the attention, fill 
the mind with another idea. One 
idea displaces another rapidly in 
the mindg of little children. Use 
that fact in such predicaments, 
But don’t pour out words. 

Teachers of young children, and 
older ones, too, must remember 
that listening is one of the most 
fatiguing of human experiences. 
listening children are soon tired, 
especially when the same voice 
does the talking. Their ears close 
and inattention sets in to relieve 
the strain on the brain and nerve. 
Disorder results. The moment a 
teacher sees the blank expression 
Stealing over the faces of the chil- 


dren she should know that time 
is up. Change the order. Let the 
children go into action. Further 
talk is waste. 

Mothers of little children often 
say, “I told him not to. I explained 
it all to him. The next thing I 


knew he was right back again.” 
Too much talking brings on blank- 
ness of mind. It is not that the 
child sets out to disobey. He is 
too tired to hold to an idea that de- 
mands controlled attention. His 
mind closes down and he takes the 
old easy way. Children obey best 
when their minds are freshly rest- 
ed. That is the time to plant the 
new notion. Say as little as pos- 
sible to a tired child and wait for 
the right time to set the new idea. 
There is always time for that. 
Talking too much about a 
wrong action is likely to bring’ it 
into the child’s mind and keep it 


there until his body forces action 
upon the idea. “Don’t. steal the 
jam,” repeated, with variations, 
and loud accents, is more likely 


to send the child to the jam closet 
than not. Be brief with your pro- 
hibitions. Be chary with explana- 
tions to little children. 

Wait for the time the child’s 
mind is rested and he can hear 
and think clearly. Then tell him 
what you want him to hear. Don't 
use many words. Don’t try to 
frighten him. You want him to 
think clearly. State the case 
briefly, pleasantly, gently. And 
let it rest there. In many words 
there is much confusion of minds,
